ain has been forced to declare that she, 
as the largest interatlied creditor, can- 
not take upon herself any further finan- 
cial“burdens. She recognizes absolutely 
her obligations to the United States and 
has never suggested that they should be 
scaled down, and consequently she can- 
not. bind herself now to agree to any 
Postponement .or elimination of inter- 
allied obligations to her.

90,000 men at 
Smyrna and 60,000 more are available. 
It is not, however, a question of Greeks 
meeting Turks on a, fixed battlefield and 
fighting it out.

LABORS RESPONSIBILITY. 
The Rochester decision is upon a 
controversy between two unions, one 
of which possesses jobs which the 
other union: wants, and seeks to get by 
conduct cogtrary to, the interests of 
employers and of the public at large. 
The court condemns the methods of 
the. union outside the breastworks and 
awards damages for the disturbance of 
the relations between the unio:, in pos- 
session through agreément with em- 
‘ployers. The‘noint to be remarked is 
that there is no question of conditions 
of employment. Nothing is said abut 
hours. or wages. The case turns alto- 
gether upon’ the claim of a union to 
organize an industry regardless of the 
wishes of either employers or €m- 
ployés, and to do so.in a manner 
which is not consistent . with good 
morals or, indeed, agcording to expe- 
rience-in many other cases, with the 
maintenance of the public ‘peace. 
There have been decisions that there is 
no such thing as peaceful picketing. 
There is no charge of breaches of the | 
general peace in the Rochester. case, 
but in individual cases there are. alle- 
gations of “ verbal abuse, actual 
assaults and. threats,’’ The court 
allows the complaining . employers a 
permanent injunction and $100,000 
damages against the union, *‘* but the 
‘ ability does not extend to the indi- 
‘vidual members who are not spe- 
** cially connected with such acts.’’ 

It is a leading case, with likenesses 
and differences in comparison with 
others of the same sort, In the Dan- 
bury boycott case the homés of the 
boycotting unionists were sold to satis- 
fy the damages allowed, and the union 
assumed the loss In some cases and 
réstored the homes in others. The 
Rochester décision would :2em_ to 
grant individual immunity if com> 
plicity is not proved, but also to estab- 
lish responsibility both collectively and 
individually if ‘complicity fs proved. 
The likeness with other attempts of 
“ outside "' unions to break into rela- 
tions with employers by force of arms, 
regardless of the wishes or interests of 
other workers or employers, is appar- 
ent. The steel strike is now disturbing 
the harmony -within, the Federation 
because the attempt to organize the 
industry was made In a manner con- 
demned by ‘the Amalgamated.

Essentials of Liberty Being Disre- 
garded, He Says in Harvard 


Law School Address. 
— ——— 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass.,. June 21.— 

Charles 4 Hughes, speaking at the 
centenary. of Harvard Law School here 
today, declared” that ““in the art of gov-) 
erning ourselves we not only fall short 
of what we should expect in a free: peo- 
ple of so great intelligence, but: we fre- 


subject was ‘‘Some Observations ‘on 
Legal Education and Democratic Prog- 
ress.’’ 

A passion for legislation is not a 
sign of democratic progress,’’ he said, 

‘and in the mass of measures intro- 
duced in the Legislatures of our free 
Commonwealths, there is too little evi- 
dence of perspective, and an abundance 
of elaborate and dreary fufilities. Occa- 
sionally, a constructive measure of great 
benefit is skillfully planned, but we are 
constantly impressed with the lost mo- 
tion and the vast waste.in the endeavor 
of democracy to function wisely.’’ 

The regrettable thing, Mr. Hughes con- 
tinued, is.‘‘ that ‘the tendency to enact 
uncertain laws seems to be 9 — 
and, what is still worse, that the people 
tolerate it and that there are but faint 


progress seems 
plexities. beyond our. political compe- 
tency, and disregarding the lessons of 
history there has been a ition to 
revert to the ——— of. tyranny in 
order.to meet the problems of democ- 
racy. Intent on some immediate exigen- 
cy, and with slight consideration of 
larger issues, we create autocratic pow- 
er by giving administrative officials who 
ean threaten indictment the opportuni- 
ties of crimiinal statutes without any 
appropriate definition of crime.’’ . 


War Powers Perverted. 


“We went to war for liberty and de- 
mocracy, with the result that we fed the- 
autocratic appetite,’’ he declared, ** and, 
through a fiction, permissible. only be- 
cause the courts cannot know what 
every one else knows, we have seen the 
war powers, which are essential to the 
preservation of the nation in. time of 
war, exercised broadly after the mili- 
tary exigency had passed and in condi- 
tions for which they were never intend- 
ed, and we may well wonder in view of 
the precedents now. established whether 
constitutional government as heretofore 
maintained in this republic could survive 
—— great war even. victoriously 
waged. 

*“ Apart from these conditions we can- 
not afford to — the indications that, 
perhaps to an extent unparalleled in ~ 
history,. the essentials of liberty 

being disregarded. Very recently in 
mation has been iaid by res sible citi 
zens at the bar of. public opinion of vio- 
lations, of personal rights which savor 
of the worst practices of tyranny. ‘And 
in the conduct of trials before the courts 
we find a growing tendency on the part 
of prosecutors to resort to g.ossly un- 
fair practioes.. Even as I speak there 
appears in The Harvard Law Review a 
striking: summary of this sort of law- 
lessness : 

During the last year no less than 
forty-four convictions were revepsed 
by appellate tribunals in the United 
States for flagrant misconduct of: the. 
public prosecutor or of the trial Judge . 
whereby: the accused. was depriyed of 
‘a fair trial, In thirty-three of these - 
cases the District Attorney made in- 
flammatory appeals to ange upon 
matters not properly before the jury. 
In three of them. the District Attorney 
extort confessions- or coerced wit- 
nesses ‘by palpably unlawful. methods. 


In four, witnesses were so  brow- 
beaten during the trialias to vent 
the accused from fairly his 
case. In two, the trial Judge inter- 


posed with a high hand to extort tes- 
timony unfavorable to the acc or 
to intimidate witnesses for the ac- 
cused, It is significant that these 
cases come from every part of the 
country and from every sort of court,. 


Need New Birth of Freedom. 


**It might -be supposed that the des- 
cendants of those who placed in a writ- 
ten constitution the guarantees of Mag- 

na Charta, and expounded them so as to 
protect against arbitrary legislation, as 
well as arbitrary and capricious admin- 
istration, would have had such a sure 
instinct for liberty as to leave no occa- 
sion for invoking the. most obvious of 
our basic principles, and yet in this hour 
we find imperative need for a pe birth 
of freedom and a sharp call te,make the 
old gud@rantees once more vi and real
